T. t'. .MeDowell's Kentucky Oaks candidate. True 
Itliie. has Us-n in such bad condition on the ailing 
list for a da.v or two that her owner has decldetl 
to throw lH*r out of training until fall and as stsin 
as sh«> can stand the trip, he will ship lier to Ash- 
land I'ann. where he has tiinu'd out at pres<*nt the 
tillb'S lima and Star 4asinine. I'p to this mishap. * 
Tme ItliH* had done everything ex|H*cted of her in 
her training this year and her owiM!r deeply rc-grets 
the iiecessily for retiring iier for a brief p<*ritKl, as 
he really la-lleves she would have wou the Kentucky 
Oaks, which event he has previousl.v won with 
Itiish, King's Daughter aiul Kllen-a-ltale. True 
Hlrie, lima and Star 4asniine will all ts* taken up 
bste in the suihiner and fitttsl for fall racing.

Hochreln’s 
goo*l four-year-old was a yearling, that son of Mc- 
Ge«' and The Ijid.v would ikiw he in the l«rn of the 
owner of tlie Bashford Manor Stable at Chun-hil! 
Downs. Mr. Long saw that trainer Coyne liked 
the colt and told him to hii.v him if he wanted him.

Had the Ixmisville turfman fancied the colt as

If anything, tlie latter was a 
bettor looking yearling than Irish Gentleman, but 
the Hoebrein crack has far outracod Ramazan.

SCEPTRE AND HER DAUGHTERS. 



The arrival of Seeptre’s fifth foal is an event of 
first-class iiiiiKirtan*'**. When the famous mare was 
Ixiiight for 7.000 guineas by Messrs. Somerville and 
Uuiiert Taftersali at Newmarket last Jiil.v. there 
were man.v wlni wonder*'*!, shall we sa.v, wh<*thec she 
was in foal. Sh*' had b«*en barren In 19KI to Ci*M>ro 
aii*l in the following season to Marco, so Hiat then' 
was S'lini' justification for the doiilits that were eii- 
tertaimMl when she came into the sale ring. As 
time w«'iit on those dunlits w**re. howaver, satisfac- 
torily rt'Solv*'*! and the mare is now at the Durdaiis 
with a iKiy liil.v by Clcc'ro, with which she is to b** 
luatiHl again this season. 

-\11 Sceptre’s ‘pnatiicts’ have b*?en fillies, and nil 
have lie«'ii baj's, nlth*>ngh tliree are by cin'stnut sires 
— till' first two (Maid of Hie .Mist and Maid of Co- 
rinth). hv Cyib'iie. and the y*iungest by Cyllene’s 
s*Mi. Nuinrally one’s first inclination Is to assume 
that Seeiitrc is a pure dominant for bayiiess, a*'cord- 
iiig to Hie Meiidelian law. The proof is not yet 
IMtsitive eiiongb. liowi'i’er. Both C.vllene and Cic**ro 
Hiifiw off till' bav factor very freely. In his last 
season in England. Cyllene was responsilile for fif- 
te*'n foals; eight were bays, six chestnuts and one. 
Tagal*'. n grav. Cicero In 1!*09 was cw'illted with 
s*'v«'ii liays and four chestnuts, and in 1910 with 
five bays and six eh*'stnuts. Obviously, therefore, 
fnrtl.i'r evl»ience is re*|ulr«'d Ix'fore we can assert 
with ('onfidence that S*'ei»tre ia a pure liay. 

It is, (lerhups, wortli while noting that the foal 
liorn l.ist Friday «‘V*'ning is inbri'd to Bend Or 
with Hir*'e free ‘generations, and to Hampton witn 
four. If, Hi*'r*‘f<'re. slie is di'tliiitely inbred at all — 
and the mere jiedigree cannot be accepted as con- 



clusive testimony on that point — it would appear 
Hiat it is more likely to l>o to Haniptou. Tht're is 
an indication in her conformation that the foal has 
inlierlted some of her eharacterisHcs through Per- 
siiiimon, for .Mr. Somerville Tattersall tells me that 
the youngsters for*' legs are of the Persimmon type, 
inasmuch as she is inclincil to be a little ov*'r at 
the knee — an excellent ‘fault,’ esp*M!ially as Sceptre 
herself is rather inclini'd the other way. 

Anj- disappointment that may have been occasioned 
by the fact tlmt th* new arrival Is not a colt is 
counterbalanciHl by the reflection that this filly will 
in due course assist her four lialf-sister at the stn*l. 
The date of her birth is that of the Roman Ides, 
and as slie is hy Cicero, nameil after the gr»*at 
Itoman orator. thiTe is, as Mr. Tatti'rsall suggests, 
a strong element of appropriateness about the time 
of her advent. Both niotlier and ilanghter are. I 
am ph'ased to liear, getting along s|)leudidly. During 
li»'r earl.v icars at the stud Sceptre had the reputa- 
tion of lieiug non*' too gimerous in her treatment of 
her foals. On this occasion slie is bt'having admir- 
ably. P*'rhaps she had blHierto b*'en coildled too 

•uch. Since slie came into the posses.sion of her 
jiresi'nt owners slie has b«'eii treated as an ordinary 
individual, and now slie is liehaving as one. 

It may be ri'called that Sceptre’s four oth*>r 
daughters were solil at Newmarket last year for 
14,930 guineas. For Maid of the Mist Wablorf 
.Vstur gave 4,500 guineas. She had at foot a filly 
hy Toriiolnt. and was covered hy St. Fnis*iuln, to 
which she should foal at the liegiuning of May. I 
understand that she returns to Toriioint this season. 
.\cting on behalf of Baron AIplioiisc de KothsebiUl, 
fxM>|Mild de Rothscliild gave 4,0<X> guiiH'as for Maiil 
of Corinth. The then three-year-olil filly hy Isin- 
glass (since named Coronation) was pnrcliasi'd by 
.Mr. Teseo for 1,(>30 guineas and went to Italy, 
where .she won a small race in the autumn. I be- 
lieve slip has returned to England to be mate*l 
witli Marco, which has had sev«'ral g*)o*l winners 
in Italy. Seeptre’s fourth produce, a flil.v by Car- 
liine. was seoiireil by Mr. Hulton for 4,8<)0 guini'as 
anil is now shaping well in training. She is named 
Queen Carbine. Wliat the value of Si-eptre’s fiHh 
foal would have bei'u if a *!olt. I slionld not like to 
say, but it is quite obvious that as a filly slie is 
worth a lot of money. Indeed, at 7,000 guineas 
Soeptre was a chi'an mare. It was anuouiieed some 
time ago that iu*xt year she is to lie iiiati'd with 
Swynford. — “Spi'cial Commissioner,” Iximlon Sport- 
ing Life, March 20. 



JERRY M. A GREAT ’CHASER. 



Though Jerry M., tlie most recent winner of the 
Liveriiool Graml National Steeplechase, was allotted 
175 iKiuiids, he was all along account*^ well liandi- 
capp*-*!. In the long history of the race that weight 
liad only twice liefore Is^'n ls>rne to vlctor.v. namely, 
by Cloister in the same ownersblp nineteen years 
ago, and by Manifesto on the oeeasion of his seixmd 
suc(M'ss in 1899, and it Is niniutainod b.v some that 
Hie class of sti'eplechasers in those da.vs was super- 
ior to that of the present time. Two years ago tin- 
der a similar burden Jerry M. figured in a fine per- 
formance b.v niiining si'eond to Jenkinstown. to 
which ho was cmii'eding .30 pounds, and later in the 
si'ason conflrme*! his excellence by an easy triumph 
over St. Amour. Sapientia, Sanvenr. Le Cors*', 
Sprinkle Me, Journaliste. Moonstruck. Confrere. 
Calleiilionr and Or dii Khln in the Hrand StiH'ple- 
eliase <lo Paris at Auteiiil. Subst-quently some leg 
trouble snp*'rvene*l. and nothing was s*^ii in pnlilic 
of the son of Walmsgate until last January, when 
he reapi*eare*l at Hnrst Park, and in his character- 
istic briliant style won the 0[ien Steeplechase. Is'at- 
ing BkKsIstone and otliers. bnt inasmuch ns he was 
receiving seven pnun* 1 s that iierfornianee eonnt*>d f*>r 
little lieyond sliowing tliat he was in form and that 
his protracteil retirement had impaireil neitlier his 
action nor Iiis fencing capaliilities. He is now nine 
years old and at his best, and It was a strong rec- 
ommendation that in each of his previous *'s.sa}'s he 
had jumped the Aintree fences without a mistake.

NOTABLE CRIPPLES OF THE TURF. 

There came out of the west in the days of Morris 
Park a rare old sport, who had just one horse, a 
patchi*d up cripple named Daniel B. At the bush 
mei'tings In the Middle West and the trans-Mlssis- 
sippi country Daniel B. had been an occasional win- 
ner, hut be was not looked upon as haring much 
chance against the higher class horses of the east. 
He bad a fair turn of speed, but bis legs were bad 
and. in addition, his throat had been operated ou 
and a silver tube inserted in bis windpipe. 

<tn<> day the old sport entered Daniel B. in a cheap 
selling race and Daniel B. made a show of bis field. 
As is customary, tbe winner was put up at auction. 
Some one thought Daniel B. was a bargain and bid 
him up. Daniel B. was sold to him. The old sport 
bad no idea an.r one would try to buy the cripple 
and apparently did not appreciate what was haprH*n- 
ing until tbe Judge, acting as auctioneer, said 
“S<dd!” 

When the purchaser, having paid the money, led 
Daniel B. away tbe old sport shouted. “Hold on. 
there! You bought the horse, but the silver belongs 
to me.” Thereupon he took the silver tube out of 
the liorse's throat and marched off. Without the 
silver tulK! Daniel B. could not pump enough air 
into his lungs to gallop a b^k. The new owner, 
who lip to that time did not know alioiit the tuln*. 
c-IKdogized. sold Daniel B. back for less than be paid 
for him, and the silver tube went back into Daniel 
B. _s windpi|ie. 

Surgery as applied to the lower animals has ad- 
vsimohI very much since the Daniel B. affair, but the 
''‘‘i'’i'iiiarian who operated on Daniel B. cer- 
laiiiiy was an artist. The silver tube has been tried 
I’.oi **1^ tboroughbred horses, roarers tiarticiilarly. 
CBiis^ hardly can be called a success. Roaring Is

mal liiM*s. The neh<*8t prizes of the ninnfng turf 
were for tlie I wo year-olds— the immature and growing 
rarers. In forcing the youngsters through sevei^ 
canipaigiis turfmen frequently called on nature to 
<|o |/K> miicli. To smash records, tracks were made 
liarder. It is doubtful whether there was any real 
iiiiprovenient in class through these methods. 

.S very great man.v. |H*rhaps a majority, of tlior- 
onglihred horses In the United States are unsound. 
Excessive racing of the two-year-old Is held re 
spfinsllde in the main for this condition. The horse, 
as .n racing machine, was sacrificed for the passing 
glory of a new record, thotigh brii-ders, both public 
and private, and sportsmeA owners were far from 
neglectful of tlie reason for racing, which is that 
through it a standard of superiority might be deter- 
mined on. The Infirmities of a horse, however, grew 
into a large business for the skilful veterinary snr- 
gi-on. for so long as a horse cap be patched up h« 
may serve as a money getter. And the “vets.” In 
tuceliuc tbe demwds q ( tiirfffiff**» made discov- 



eries and performed operations undreamed of a 
generation or two ago. 

It is suppo^d that when a race borse breaks a 
booc — an important bone — lie is done for. Generally 
he is, but there have been some remarkable instances 
of TMOvery through the veterinarian’s skill. James 
B. Haggin’s mighty horse Waterboy, the greatest 
son of the gn*at Watercress and one of the best 
horses the turf ever has had, had a fall at Morris 
Fark as a throe-year-old, bre.aking bis hip bone. 
The portion of bone broken was not large, but the 
break was at a socket. Few human beings ever 
were more delicately nursed than was Waterboy. 
He was suspended in slings for a long time and re- 
covered so c-omplctely that in the following year he 
was the champion of the turf. Wliat infinite care 
must have been given to the case of this horse can 
be apprc*clatod only by those who know the difficulty 
in treating race horses. Whatever there is of nerv- 
ousness in a horse Is accentuated to the highest de- 
gree in the race horse. 

Sensitive, Imiieriuns and Impatient, he is far dif- 
ferent from the colder blooded trotter or the ordi- 
nary animal. In fact, operations that can be per- 
formed with safety and certainty on the horse of 
cold blood are of donbtfnl result in the case of the 
thoroughbred. Regardless of this condition, some 
of the most remarkable operations known have been 
performed on the tborongbbr^. Probably that in 
which John A. Drake’s borse South Trimble was the 
subject ranks first. 

In tbe Saratoga Handicap of 1903 South Trimble 
was thrown against the fence, some other horses fell 
over him and the whole front of his head was 
crushed. Mr. Drake was for having him killed at 
once, but a veterinarian, who at that time was of 
no particular prominence, asked for permission to 
take the horse in hand. With rare patience and 
skill he went to work to mend that frightfully 
smashed bead. 

When South Trimble appeared in public again it 
was with a silver plated frontal piece. Where bone 
had been broken or removed silver took its place and 
seemed to be Just as serviceable, for South Trimble 
was fully as good a race horse after the operation 
as before and carried Mr. Drake’s colors to victory 
many times. 

Most of the surgical operations on thoroughbreds, 
however, are on the fore legs. More' than ninety per 
cent of the troubles that racers suffer from have 
their seat there. There is where the splints, the 
spavins, tbe ringbones, the bowed tendons and the 
breakdowns occur, because on the running turf most 
of the strain on the horse is on tbe fore legs. The 
average race borse weighs a little less than one 
thousand pounds and can run a mile In 1 :40 or 
thereabouts. That is at the rate of thirty-six miles 
an hour — almost express train speed. 

In his stride a race horse Jumps about twenty-four 
feet. He lands on one foot — one of the fore feet. 
There is only a very slight fraction of a second be- 
tween the time of the fore feet striking the earth, 
but the horse lands one foot at a time. A race 
horse’s logs arc sinewy, but they are much thinner 
than the legs of a man. There is little there but 
bone, muscle and skin. When the horse is going at 
the rate of thirty-six miles an hour tbe strains on 
tbe fore legs as a result of the concussion of 1,100 
pounds of weight striking the earth 190 times in 100 
seconds is great Indeed. In figuring 1,100 pounds 
tbe weight of tbe Jockey is included. The Jockey 
sits well forward over tbe withers, and all his 
weight, as the horse gallops and lands on tbe earth, 
is on the fore legs. 

Trotting horses, even if they were raced as much 
in their two-year-old form as thoroughbreds, would 
last longer, for the strain on them is less. The 
average trotter travels at less than thirty miles an 
hour, and whatever there is of weight in driver and 
sulky is equalized or distributed b.v the manner in 
which he is harnessed. More important than weight 
or rate of speed, however, are the facts that he does 
not stride so far as the running horse, the shock in 
racing is much less, and there is little or no more 
strain on the fore legs than on the bind. Formerly 
tbe trotting track was decidedly harder than the 
running track. Now there is little difference be- 
twt>cn them. 

Tbe ordinary reader or racegoer hears of thorough- 
breds being nerved, fired, blistered or of their break- 
ing down, but has little knowledge of what has been 
done to tbe borse or what is the real nature of the 
breakdown. He has no conception of tbe difference 
between splints and spavins or ringbones. In fact, 
the difference Is more of locatimi than of character. 
All three are morbid growths of bone from bone. A 
spavin appears in the hock, a splint in the shin and 
c ringbone above the coronet or hoof. These morbid 
growths take place beneath tbe periosteum, which 
is the coating or covering of tbe bone. They come 
from shock or concussion or strain incident to bard 
training or racing. . 

Some horses have raced well even with ringbones. 
John A. Morris sold Civil Service to 'William C. 
Daly because tbe horse had a ringbone. Daly won 
a fortune with the horse, and not Infreqncntly de- 
feated the crack sprinters of the Morris string with 
him, bat such an illustration is unusual. It is as 
unusual as was the case of Castaway II., whose 
lilp bone was reset by a veterinarian after disloca- 
tion and who subsequently won tbe Brooklyn Handi- 
cap, racing through mud that was deep and holding 
and winning liy nearly a city block. 

To treat a spavin, splint or ringlionc tbe surgeon 
has recourse to the firing iron. The borse Is left 
seam'd, but the morbid growths are reduced and the 
coating of the bone which has been strained or in- 
jured b.v tlie growth is toughened or made rigid. 
The horse suffers but little pain when the firing iron 
is applied, for tbe part treated is deadened by ao- 
caine. 

A trifle more than two years ago two of tbe great 
est of our then race horses, Colin and Celt, had to 
be laid up owing to bowed tendons. The injury to 
these two horses meant a loss to James R. Keene, 
tbolr owner, of $75,(M)0 or 8100,000. Colin had the 
firing iron applied, but was unable to race. 

'A bn'akdown is a rupture of the suspensory liga- 
ment, or what is commonly known as tbe middle 
tendon. Really the middle tendon is the front ten- 
don. 'Hiere are three tendons in the leg, two In the 
rear and one in front. The rear ones may bow and 
ineiiil, hut 'When tbe front one is ruptured there is 
little lioi>e. So few men know tbe horse and his 
troubles that bowed tendons may lie reported as a 
broakdown and a breakdown as bowed tendons. 

Experionc<-d as James Rowe is, liavlug handled 
thousands of race horses for tlie Dwyer brothers, 
James R. Keene and others, and standing today as 
tlic leading trainer in the western world, he once 
reiKirtiKl Colin broken down and yet the horse came 
out a few days later apparently as sound as a silver 
dollar and won a race. The real trouble was that 
be had been bandaged with inelastic material alxmt 
tlie legs to support bis tendons. The bandages had 
bcK‘U too tight, and when they were removed the 
muscles and tendons, suddenly released, swelled 
rapidly and the horse went lame, so lame that he 
could liardly stand. Tbcu gradually and naturally 
the swelling sulisided and tbe horse was well again. 
But for a time Colin gave a first class imitatiou of a 
horse suffering from ruptured tendons. 

The support of the bones of horses is tbe perios- 
teum or membraneous coating. The support of the 
tendons is a sheath. Generally an overstrain on tbe 
tciiilon is evidenced by a weakening of this sheath. 
A liglit application of the tiring iron to stiffen this 
sheath, a letup in training and |M*rinauent and in- 
elastic bandages repair the damage and prevent more 
serious injury. 

Firing is nothing more than cauterizing, and with 
tlie race horse it is practised more than on' any other 
of the lower animals. There might not he so much 
of it necessary if horses were not subjected to 
gruelling campaigns before they arc fully develop^. 

lint ruptured tendons, splints, ringbones, spavinc 
and the like, while making up the majority of the 
ailments of the race horse, do not cover them all. 
Occasionally a borse Is nerved; that Is, a nerve Is 
removed. A kick, a blow, an accidental injury, may 
ruin a horse if the animal is left to tbe care of one 
who does not know what to do. 

There are few horses in American history that 
rank higlicr than Hanover. He bad to be nerved. 
I)r. William Shephard, one of the foremost veter- 
inarians of today, removed an inch of the meta- 
carpal nerve. In the human the metacarpal nerve 
extends from the wrist to the Ungers. Without it 
the band and the fingers would not be of much 
use to us. In the borse the metacarpal nerve is the 
(irineipal one leading into the hoof. Hanover was a 
horse of magnificent courage. Philip J. Dwyer says 
no horse he ever owned, bar Hindoo, and Hindoo 
was the sire of Hanover, was so stout of heart or 
so glorious a racer. If the removal of the meta- 
carpal nerve affected Hanover adversely he did not 
show it. for the ojK*ration was performed at the 
close of his three year-old form and he was as good. 
If not better, later on than he showed when a three- 
ycar-old. 

Trephining as radical as was resorted to in the 
case of Soutli Trimble is rare, but the operation is 
not uncommon when there is serious trouble with 
the molar teeth of a race horse. 

The man who makes a speclalt.v of treating race 
horses must Ik; far Itroader in Ids knowleilge and 
range tlian is tlie average physician who treats hu- 
mans alone or he cannot hoi;e to get the rewards 
that go to the advanced veterinary surgeon. That 
t!n*se rewards are big there is 110 doubt. The men 
who engage the skilled veterinarian believe in paying 
well for good service, and not money alone, but 
sentiment plays a part with them in their racing 
ventures. A. J. Cassatt once sent for a great vet- 
asked him to do all in his power to 
save The Bard. There never was another borse Mr. 
t^iss^t owiieil that he had so much affection for as 
yie Bard. And he never owned a better one, either, 
tie told the veterinarinn lie would rather lose everv 
ii.ir I'c “"ned. A fair estimate of The 

sett would not have tempted 5Ir. Cas 

examined the horse and prom- 
bis best, but he had little 
lacenitoil one of his intes- 
tlii^, a desperate Injury in the case of a man and k 
worse in the case oX a horse.

The Bard, but the following spring The Bard beat 
Hanover in tbe Brooklyn Handicap and earned bis 
place in the 'Valhalla of the American tnrf. 

Cbnctanunda. the pride of General Sanford’s heart 
and probably the best horse that fine old sportsman 
ever owned, broke his leg at Saratoga. Chucta- 
niinda was not destroyed. A great veterinarian put 
“Chile’’ in slings, encased the broken leg In plaster 
of Paris, and Cbnctanunda, as soon as the broken 
bone _ knitted, went to (leneral Sanfo^’s farm. 
Hiirricana. to be the lord of the broodmares. 

The principal veterinarians have their own private 
hospitals or Infirmaries near the race tracks. Most 
of the operations they perform are standing ones — 
that is the term used when tbe horse is operated on 
Just as he stands. Very few thoronghbreds ar#pnt 
on the operating table. Owners of thoroughbreds 
have a prejudice to the operating table and to 
chloroforming a horse. This prejudice apparently is 
not so general with owners of trotters. The owner 
of tbe thoroughbred is content to have his horse 
treated or operated on with cocaine applied so the 
animal will not suffer very much; farther than that 
he is inclined to balk at. 

The operation of tracheotomy probably would be 
performed more often to cure malignant troubles In 
tbe tbroat were Is not for the peculiar sensitiveness 
of tbe thoroughbred. 

One of the most valnable horses on tbe tnrf was 
In a desperate way from throat trouble some years 
ago. A trotter suffering from tbe same disease 
probably would have been operated on at once. 
There was no thought of operating on the thorough- 
bred, but the animal recovered, much to the surprise 
of owner and trainer and, possibly, tbe veterinarian. 



but it took two years for tbe borse to become cured. 

To tbe lay mind the idea of cutting a horse’s 
tbroat or a human’s throat to cure disease or eradi- 
cate tronbic Is nneanny, bat tbe surgeon can go far 
with safety. In tbe opinion of a highly accom- 
plished veterinarian tbe most remarkable operation 
of this kind ever performed was that on Lillian 
'Wilkes, a trotting mare, owned by J. H. Sfanlts. of 
Brooklyn. Generally speaking, tbe thoroughbred is 
not so likely to re«inire the operations or tracheo- 
tomy as the trotter. Thoroughbreds have fewer 
throat troubles than trotters, but what they lack In 
that field they more than make np in another not- 
withstanding they are watched over with greater 
care than perhaps any other possession of man. 

In every well regulated stable the temperature 
every horse is taken at least once a day. Without 
the thermometer the trainer would be handicapiMf! 
seriousl.v. In an establishment like that which 
James R. Keene had in this TOnntry tbe tempera- 
ture was taken twice, first thing in the morning 
and at dark. The food of every horse was examined, 
cleansed, measured and watched. At the first sign 
of rise In temperature or of failure of a horse to 
eat heartily an examination was made. If the 
trouble was not trifling the veterinarian was sum- 
moned. Mr. Keene got detailed reports of tbe con- 
dition of his big string twice a day. He is author- 
ity for tbe statement that he gave as close atten- 
tion to his horses, day In and day out, year in and 
year out, as he did to his most important stock 
market operations upon which millions of dollars 
depended. That was one reason why he beaded the 
list of winning owners nearly every year. — New 
York Herald.
